| THE CUBAN DEVILS. 

Tue latest news brings the report that 
all the passengers and crew of Vir- 
ginius have been shot by order of the authorities 
at Santiago de Cuba. The total number of lives 
sacrificed to the blood-thirsty pirates known as 
the Volunteers is set down at 111. In the con- 
templation of this massacre, we need not trouble 
ourselves, for the present, with the technical 
points of the capture. It is the first duty of the 
Government to ascertain whether there were any 
American citizens among the murdered. If 
there were, it is then the duty of the Govern- 
ment to demand from Spain the fullest repara- 
tion in the punishment of the murderers, and 
to fix a reasonable limit of time within which 


such reparation shall be given. If Spain shall 


fail to avenge the death of tLese murdered 
American citizens within the specified time, it 
will then be.the duty of the American Govern- 
ment to take the job into ite own hands. 
We need bave no war with Spain unless Spain 
sees fit to champion the cause of the outlaws 
and pirates whom she cannot control. But, war 
or no war, the intereste of humanity and civil- 
ization demand that a Government shall be set 
up in Onba that is either independent and re- 
sponsible for its own acts, or that can be con- 
trolled by a Government recognizing interna- 
tional comity and the rights of man. England, 
France, and Germany are equally interested 
with ourselves in wiping out the anomalous and 
barbarous dominion which now hokis sway in 
Cuba, and they should be invited to co-operate 
in the effort to substitute a civilized Govern- 


ment, if Spain shall be forced to acknowledge 
her incapacity to control the Cuban Volunteers. 
But whether those nations join the United 
States or not; whether there must be war or 
not, we must no longer permit a band of pirates, 
domineering over an island not more than 500 
miles from our own coast, to slaughter our citi- 
gens, to intercept our official dispatches, and 
generally to answer our long forbearance with 
contumely and ruffianiem. 


The Government of Cuba, as a matter of fact. 


is that of an irresponsible mob. The Volunteers 
rule the land, defy the Captain-General, and 
commit the most brutal outrages upon Cubans, 
Spaniards, Americans, and Europeans alike. 
This notorious corps consists of 60,000 trans- 


ported communists and outlaws, who were cap- 


tured and sent out to Cuba soon after the insur- 


rection of 1868 against Isabella. They were 
really Spanish insurgents who were given the 
altermative of being shot or of * volunteering” 
to put down the Ouban insurrection. Spain re- 
quired soldiers in Cuba, but she needed still 
more to rid herself of the roughs of Cadiz, 


Barcelona, and Malaga, whom she shipped off 
in this capacity. Never was there such a, body 
of men organized in a civilized country, unless 
it was Billy Wilson’s New York Zouaves,—and 
the latter were not half so brutal. These Volun- 
teers, who are avowedly making the war upon 


Cespedes and his fellow Oubans, acknowl- 
nor authority. In 
1869, when «a shrewd theatrical man- 
ager at Havana announced a benefit 
for the Cuban cause to increase his own re- 
ceipts, a body of Volunteers, who lay in ambush 
till the audience assembled, fired upon the un- 
armed and helpless people who had come to- 
gether, including the foreign sojqurners and the 
officers of the foreign ships that were in port. 


punish the offenders ; but no one was ever pun- 
ished. On the 16th of January, 1869, a battal- 
ion of these same Volunteers, without provoca- 
tion, and for some reason that has never yet 
been explained, fired upon the Cafe La Marina, 
in which were assembled a large crowd of Span- 
iards, Europeans, and Americans, as well as 
Cubans, and killed fifteen persons, including a 
Colonel of the Spanish regulars. There was no 
authority in the Island of Ouba that dared 30 
call them to account. The Captain-General, 
Valmaseda, on one occasion, announced his in- 
tention of reviewing the Volunteers, and 
was notified by one of their Ooionels 
that be could unt do it in the 
uniform of a Spanish officer. He was forced to 
puton @ Volunteer uniform. It was the last 
capitulation and unccnditional surrender of 
Government to this mob. Gen. Dulce once 
besought Céspedes for an interview, and Ces- 
pedes sent Augusto Arango, one of the 
insurgent leaders, to make arrangements for it. 
Arango was the bearer of a safe-conduct from 
the Spanish Government, but the Volunteers 
murdered him, nevertheless, in the Town of 
Puerto Principe. The Cuban medical students 
were likewise murdered without provocation and 
in spite of the protest of the Spanish authori- 
ties. These are instances of Volunteer rule in 
Cuba, which no man, not even the Captain Gen- 
eral, dare dispute. The Spanish officials content 
themselves with collecting customs duties and 
pocketing half the proceeds, while the Volun- 
teers have free scope to pillage and massacre, 
more unscrupnious and desperate than the 
island in the sixteenth century. 

It is time that this barbarism of the nineteenth 
century was obliterated. If Spain cannot do it, 
the other civilized powers must. There has been 
almost s continuous insurrection in the island 
ever since Joseph Bonaparte was made ruler of 
Spain, when the Cubans adhered to the Bourbon 
cause, Till the year 1837,.Cuba followed the for- 
tunes of the mother-country, enjoying constitu- 
tional liberty whenever Spain had it, and relape- 
ing into despotism when Spain relapsed. Since 
thst time, Cuba bas had none of the privileges of 
the Rome Government. For than thirty 
yesrs the island bss been under the rule of mar- 
tial law, the Captain-General beving the same 
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ot the year 1868. Previous to 1872, the Auditor

It is true that we have neither navy nor 
money at the present time ; but if the facts show 
that we have a just cause we must create à navy 
and pledge our credit for the money necessary to 
defend and-maintain our rights.

Duncan had amassed a fortune of over halfs 
million dollars. During his stay at Pithole, Mr. 
Duncan received a blow upon his head,—a fact 
which was used as one of the strong points by 
the contestants, to show that his head was 
thereby affected to such an extent that his pow- 
ers of reasoning were impsired. In 1870, he 
went to Ireland, and in June, 1871, he died at 
Wheatfield, near Belfast. In the month of May, 
1871, he made four wills, One of them he him- 
eelf destroyed, in which his Irish physicians 
were legatees to large amounts, Mr. Duncan 
satisfying them by giving them promissory notes 
to the amount of their legacies. On the 20th of 
‘May, just tan days before he died, he made the 
fourth and last will. James Long, of Philadel- 
phia, and Bishop Simpson were named the ex- 
ecutors and are also legatees, the former to the 
amount of $30,000, andthe latter to the handsome 
littie fortune of $50,000. The testator had al- 
ways been a zealous Methodist, and s great part 
of his fortune was bequeathed to Methodists, 
both as individuals and as churches. Among 
these bequests were several of & very singular 
nature. He leaves, for instance, $25,000 to fin- 
ish a small church in Plummer, Pa., a building 
that would not require more than $800 to finish. 
He also leaves $10,000 for remodeling a church 
in Pithole, Pa., on which could not be expended 
one-haif that sum. In another provision of the 
will he disposes of a house in Pittsburgh, but 
the contestant, his brother, William Duncan, 
produces a deed made by his deceased brother, 
conveying the property to his mother, and, 
though the house is a small one on a disreputa- 
ble street, Mr. Duncan wills $10,000 to furnish it. 
The chain of testimony to break the will was 

very strong. The depositions of the Irish physi- 
cians showed that Mr. Duncan was ina very 
feeble state of health when he made the wills, 
and some of the American physicians testified 
that the medicines which were administered to 
him were calculated to stupefy him and benumb 
his senses. Three of his brothers testified to 
several instances when the testator appeared in- 
sane and very unreliable in business matters. 
One of the brothers further testified that at 
various times he was obliged to transact all the 
testator’s business, as the latter seemed 
to have lost his memory. All of the 
Michigan physicians who were summoned, among 
them some of the most noted medical men in 
the State, averred that, for a long time prior to 
his death, he had been suffering from a valvular 
disease of the heart; that he was incapable of 
transacting business and unable to comprehend 
the nature and spirit of the will in question; and 
that from his weak, physical condition, and the 


‘effect of the biow he received upon the head in 


1871, he was not in a fit state of mind to make a 
will at all. In addition to the testimony of the 
physicians and the testator’s brothers, there 
was a long array of merchants and others who 
had known Mr. Duncan well, who testified to 
the same effect. 

On the other hand, the witnesses for the will 
were equally positive that Mr. Duncan was of 
sound mind and had all his faculties unimpaired 
when he made the will. A number of Chicago 
physicians, among them Drs. Allen, Gunn, 
Frear, and Johnson, upon the same basis of 
facts which the Michigan physicians had before 
them, reasoned that the testator’s mind was 
clear, and that the blow upon the head and the 
disease of the heart could not produce the effects 
sworn to by their Michigan brethren,—a very 
significant commentary on the value of the testi- 
mony of medicdl experts in s case involving an 
important result. The remaining witnesses for 
the will were Methodists, who fought stubbornly
